Truth Stranger than Fiction, 


The terrible injuries wnich Burr Rob­ 
bins received on the I8:h of January, and 
which at the time were considered tate!, 
have been so far overcome, and have re­ 
sulted to atra jg«ly difljreut from the pub­ 
lic expectation, *8 to render the case one, 
the detail of which will be perused over 
and over again witn mtercst. 
The full 
extent of the mjaries and their resalt coaid 
not at the time of the frightful accident bs 
giyen as fully aud accurately at now, and 
we are assured that many of our readers 
will find in the following, many features 
of the case, not before known to them , 
which will be read with strange Interest 
now that the excitement of the event has 
somewhat passed, and the anxious sus­ 
pense of friends aas been greatly lessened. 
T h e S u r g e o n 's N o te s. 
The following is a brief description of 
his injuries a9 we have them from the 
notes of the surgeon, who attended him, 
anatomical and surgical terms having been 
avoided: 
"His head wt*s crushed between the 
timber of the bridge and the upright boiler 
of the boat, the flange of the boiler com­ 
ing in contact with the head j ast andor the 
arch of the rigot eye brow, tearing the 
scalp and tissues covering the shall, from 
a point two inches back of and just above 
the nght.eye, across the forehead imme­ 
diately below the eyebrows, to a point 
beyond the outer angle of the left eye. The 
frontal bone, forming the forehead and 
part of the top of the head, a bone seven 
and one-halt inches in length by five and 
one-half inches in width, was broken from 
its connections with the other bones of the 
head, along the course of the sutures, on a 
line running from the outer corners of the 
eyes in the direction of the ears, and trans­ 
versely across the top of the head. 
This 
bone,covered by the scalp, was elevated in 
front more than two inches, and coaid be 
readily raised and lowered like the lid of 
a box, the scalp across the top of the head 
serving aa a hinge. The front part of the 
brain was torn from Its resting place and 
elevated from one half to three -fourths of 
aa inch. The bonus forming the orbiM of 
both eyes aud upper part of the note, and 
the right temp ira! boae were crushed into 
fragments, and those portions forming the 
outer angle of the right eye, the upper 
surface of the orbit aud floor of the skull, 
in front, and the partition between the 
eyes, and the upper part of the bones of 
the nose, were removed.

b mea removed are here represented nat­ 
ural size:

within a few hours after the accident, ani 
within thirteen hours was well established. 
On the second day after the accident his 
head was swelled immensely, and large 
quantities of 
serum began to escape 
through the drainage tube. The qnantity 
of serum poured oat varied from thirteen 
to twenty Dunces daring each twenty-tour 
hoars, for seven days. He was unable to 
open his eyes for tweuly-two days, and for 
seventeen days applications of ice, or Ice 
water, were applied to his nead uninter- 
m utingly. For three weeks ne could not 
occupy a recumbent position, ana for six 
weeks ail his food and drink were taken, 
through a tube, In a fluid state, as he woo 
unable to open hts month or ase his jaws. 
F ragm ent of extolls .oil bones were ire- 
qneatly removed, tnrougu me opening 
let! in the head, am li April 3, ween me 
alacuarge ceased, and Hie'opening* were 
closed.
